That Was the Lethbridge Record for 
1913, According to Correct 


Figures 
In the year 1913, the province of 
Alberta produced 4,306,346 tons’ of 
coal. Lethbridge, including the dis- 


city, produced 3,300,000 tons, or 66 
per cent. of the total output of the 
Irovince.

000° and covered his 32 years’ direc- 
torship, were found among hig prt 
Wate papers. They represented the 
usual payments to: him as director, 
and had not been cashed; As the 
ehecks were received by Lord. Strath- 
cana they were filed away without 
endorsement. The executors have 
wow notified the company that these 
cheques drawn upon it are held. by 
the estate, and a formal claim nag 
been fited.
